New amendments to the 
Ontario Human Rights Code 
stipulates that employers. 
landlords and people who 
provide goods and services to 
the public must reasonably 
accommodate persons wit 
special needs resulting either 
from handicap or other prohi- 
bited grounds of 
discrimination 

These amendments were 
proclaimed April 18. * 

The Minister of Citizenship 
and Minister Responsible for 
the Human Rights Commis- 
sion, Gerry Phillips, called this 
proclamation a Significant step 
forward in the government-s 
efforts to promote equal access 
particularly for members of 
the disabled community 

“Under the previous provi- 
sions of the Code, it was not 
considered discriminatory to 
fail to provide access to a 
building or facility if it lacked 
the necessary physical 
features to allow such access, ” 
Minister Phillips said . 

Under the newly-proclaimed 
sections, such ‘a denial of 
access will be illegal. The 
special needs of the person 
must be accommodated unless 
doing so would impose undue 
hardship on the service 
provider 

Minister’ Responsible for 
Disabled Persons Remo 
Mancini pointed out that 

equal access is of crucial 
importance if disabled persons 
are ‘to achiete social and 
econamic integration. Before 
someone can have equal oppor- 
tunity in education or housing, 
for example, there must be 
reasonable access for those 
facilities.

Inquiry will consider cost

Minister Phillips said that 
once these amendments are in 
force, they will help grant to 
disabled persons access to 
goods and services fundamen- 
tal to ‘independence and 
dignity. 

The proclamation took effect 
on ioe 18, 1988, celebrating 
the third anniversary of the 
coming into force of Section 15 
of the Canadian Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms. Charter 
provides that every individual 
is equal before and under the 
law without discrimination 
based on’ race, national or 
ethnic origin, color, religion, 
sex, age or mental or physical 
handicap.

DON’T WAIT TO CHANGE 
THE AIR FILTER 


If you've planned on holding 
off until the nice weather to 
open your car's hood and put in 
a clean air filter, you may not 
want to wait that long. You 
could already be wasting gas 
and polluting the air. 

Vehicle checks have 
disclosed that more than one 
out of three cars are running 


with air filters dirty enough to 


be affecting the vehicle's 
performance and causing 
excessively high exhaust 
emissions. 


Most cars use up to 14 
gallons of air per gallon of 
gasoline; that ratio increases 
to nearly 15 to one on newer 
cars with fuel injection. 

When insufficient air ‘is 
available to the engine, the car 
acts as if the “‘choke”’ were on, 
sometimes spewing black 
smoke from the tail pipe. This 
condition also can cause foul- 
ing of spark plugs and damage 
to the gatalytic converter. 


Most manufacturers recom- 
mend changing air filters at 
about 7,500 miles. If you,drive 
in dusty areas, such as on 
unpaved roads, the filter 
should be changed more 
frequently. 

Prices, sizes and shapes of 
air filters vary from vehicle to 
vehicle, and from model year

Moth in 1989 had better fet 
their applications im soon. The 
deadline is_fast approaching.

Goaltender school opens in Stirling 


BY PETER POWER 

’ Young goaltenders in Stir- 
ling and» area now have a. 
chance to learn their skills 
from an experienced coach. 

Rick McFadden of Camp- 
bellford is now running his 
McGratten School of Goaltend- 
ing in Stirling. This is the first 
year such a school has been 
held here, although McFadden 
has been running similar 
schools in the area for years. 
The school is really needed in 
Stirling, says Betty McCarrell 
of Stirling who was a strong 
voice in bringing the school to 
- $tirling. 

And McFadden comes to 
Stirling with years of ree 
ence under his belt. A goalten- 
der himself, McFadden has 
been coaching kids for 16 
years, 13 of which were spent 
at the McGratten School of 
Goaltending in Toronto, run by 
George McGratten. McFadden 
says he still uses the tech- 
niques employed by McGrat- 
ten. Although the. teaching 
styles differ, the basic 
concepts are still the same. 

Young goaltenders are 
taught with a coach actually 
showing them the moves and 
techniques they need to know. 
McFadden, himself wearing 
pads, glove, and blocker, 
demonstrates every move- 
ment and drill. He feels it is 
important that goaltenders 
learn from a_ goaltendin 
coach; to get that specia 
instruction. 

“A large part of what I am 
trying to do is teach coaches 
how to live with goaltenders,” 
says McFadden. ‘‘Coaches 
often use goaltenders as 
targets during practices. I’m 
trying to change that.” 
McFadden says a good goal- 
tender can make a bad team 
Bood and a good team great, 

ut most coaches have no idea 
how to treat their netminder. 

All of MeFadden’s teaching 
methods revolve around posi- 
tive reinforcement. He is very 
concerned about their attitude. 
His concerns go further than 
that however. McFadden is 
constantly emphasising the 
importance of goaltenders 
being well equipped for their 
own protection. In the middle 
of last week's on-ice session 
McFadden noticed one of the 
goaltenders wincing in pain 
and holding his knees. He 
immediately yelled to the 
boy’s parent, who was watch- 
ing from the bleachers, that 
the boy needed knee pads. ‘‘He 


really has to have them: He’s

New dental program for children 


in need of treatment

On Sept. 27, 1987 a landmark 
achievement was reached in 
regard to children’s. dental 
health in Ontario. This date 
marked the first cashflow from 
the Province of Ontario to 
Health Units to institute the 
Dental Program For Children. 
| Asa result, it is now possible 
to say that no elementary 
school-aged child in Ontario 
need be deprived of necessary 
dental care as a result of 
financial need. 

Ontario’s 43 local Health 
Units have been given the 
challenge of administering this 
new 100% funded Ministry of 
Health Program. While the 
identification of eligible child- 
ren, and their follow-up and 
referral is integrated into the 
School Dental Health Prog- 
ram, it is the participating 
family dnetist who provides

During the fist Program 
year ended’ September 30th, 
647 children were identified as 
being in urgent or acute need 
of dental treatment in the 
counties of Hastings and 
Prince Edward: These child- 
ren were assessed in the School 
Dental Screening Program or 
at a Health Unit Preventive 
Dental clinic. These latter clin- 
ics are held each monthly or as 
needed at each of the Health 
Unit's offices in Bancroft, 
Belleville, Madoc, Picton and 
Trenton. 

Parents of all ‘‘urgent’’ or 
‘“‘acute’’children are given a 
Parent Notification Letter 
advising them of their child- 
ren’s treatment needs. 
Through signature of the finan- 
cial hardship “‘block”’ on this 
letter and its return to the 
Health Unit, access is possible 
to The Dental Program For 
Children. Of 647 children eligi- 


ELECT 


ble on the basis of treatment 
needs, 609 did enter the Prog- 
ram as a result of their fami- 
ly’s financial hardship. By 
Program year end, the Helath 
Unit had piocessed 465 claims 
from 43 different dentists. The 
value of services provided 
through these claims was 
$76,072. Claims were processed 
weekly, thus achieving no 


more than. a 2 week “turn 
around time’’ in claims 
payment. 


As with any new Program, 
there are administrative start- 
up costs. These totalled $6,120, 
which were all related to 
computer hardware purchase, 
supplies and software develop- 
ment. The custom software 
designed by Loyalist Manage- 
ment Systems, Belleville is 
now in use in 15 other Health 
Units in Ontario. Administra-

For some reason, probably 
inspired by the upcoming 
Remembrance Day, I got to 
reminiscing about World War 


I was in grade six at the time 
of Armistice Day and so too 
young to actively go to war. 
Actually, I remember ver 
little about the start of it all, 
although I have since read the 
details. 

I do remember my father 
who was a Hasty P being 
turned down and then we 
moved to Newcastle and he 
worked in a munitions factory 
until he died of cancer. He 
always declared this was his 
way of doing something to 
defeat the enemies of 
. democracy. 

As I write this, it comes to 
my mind even though they 
were our temporary allies, 
Communists were viewed with 
deep concern. 

The reason for this reminisc- 
ing is that I have mentioned 
many times my pride in being 
a Canadian. Now that stems 


directly from these memories. 

Churchill and the English 
Bulldog were prominent every- 
where, symbolizing determi- 
nation and strength. As well, 
opular songs such as the 

hite Cliffs of Dover, Praise 
the Lord, and Pass the 
Ammunition, and the list goes 
on, all showing the commit- 
ment and zeal with which our 
way of life would be defended 
and it was in no uncertain 
terms. 

I recall the days when we 
went to watch trainloads of 
soldiers going to war, proud 
and packed in the trains, head- 
ing for they knew not really 
what, but determined to deal 
with whatever happened. 

Flags and slogans were 
everywhere, war stamps were 
sold, in the schools milkweed 
pods were collected for their 
silk by us kids for the war 
effort, butter, sugar and I can’t 
remember what all else were 
rationed that the soldiers 
might be supplied as well that

It was not uncommon to go to 
school and'some student would 
be missing for a few days and 
returned changed somehow. 
Then the word would get 
around that yet another family 
was without a father, uncle or 
relative. 

Many of the mothers of these 
families devoted their entire 
effort by working in factories 
or Red Cross work. Ladies’ 

roups and individuals spent a 
arge portion of the war years 
knitting, sewing and packing 
partels for “the Boys over 
there’”’. 


Again, it was not uncommon 
for children to oy up never 
having known their fathers or 
other relatives left across the 
ocean. 

The horror of war and it shall 
be engraved on my mind until I 
die is the death and mutilation 
of all who fought for us in those 
years. 

While we did what we could 
here, it was the men who gave 
of their youth, their bodies and 
minds, those who gave their 
ultimate sacrifice of life itself, 
do we owe our lives and the 
freedom they stood and fought 
for. 

We will never know of the 
personal depreviations these 
men suffered or the suffering 
they underwent, those who 
returned will not talk of it. I 
can well imagine it brings to 
mind too many memories 
better left buried for these 
must indeed be painful.

One's country is not just a 
land mass with mountains. 
rivers and forests. but a way of 
life. Patroitism is not just a 
word, it is loyalty to the princi- 
pal of freedom from the 
oppression of others.

hundred thousand young.

uphold this principal. That's 


almost as many as the entire 
population of Hastings County 

Due largely to their sacri- 
fice. our homes sta¥ed out of 
enemy hands and remained 
safe. Our children are free to 
obtain an education, attend the 
church of their choice, make 
friends with. whomever they 
choose and, when old enough. 
vote‘ and take part in the 
political decisions of Canada 
Although you don't know them. 
they gave their all for you. and 
for me 

If you were living in Holland 
in 1940, you'd turn on the radio 
and listen to the BBC each 
morning, just_to find out if 
England had survived the 
night without being invaded. 

The Nazi Blitz captured most 
of Europe. prowled our Atlan- 


—_— 
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tic shores and entered the St. 
Lawrenee River by submar- 
ine. while Japan attacked the 
west coast by plane and 
destroyed the U.S. fleet. They 
also threatened British Colum- 
bia by invading the island of 
Kiska that lies about 160 miles 
northwest of the Queen Char- 
lottes. When the wind was 
right, they sent incendiary 
bombs by balloon and the few 
that penetrated our defences 
destroyed many hectares of 
prime forest. 

War - any war - is a story 
almost beyond description, but 
must be told and retold to 
prevent a recurrence. It is not 
merely willingness to endure 
suffering. but also to inflict it. 
and should never become the 
~ Litany of the soul’’. Justice is 
as important between nations 
as between neighbors. 

The outstanding dichotomy 
is: if you refuse to defend 
yourself in the name of peace, 
then’ you must live under the 
,»0int of a gun. If, on the other 
1and, you fight back and win, 
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you pay a terrible price. in 
ost and ruined lives. 

Churchill once said: *‘Since 

war begins in the. minds of 
men, it is in the minds of men 
‘that the defence‘of peace must 
be constructed.”’ People of the 
2ist century. have the unenvi- 
able task of finding the ulti- 
mate solution, based on the 
experience of past history. 

After WW1, veterans formed 
a -club called the “‘British 
Empire Service Club’’ which 
later became known as the 
Royal Canadian Legion. The 
Legion now spreads itself over 
the entire western world. The 
first meetings of the Stirling 
branch were held in the Mason- 
ic Hall. 

A site was purchased in 1957 
and a building was 
constructed. Expansions were 
added, which completed the 
present structure. Today, we 
donate between $15,000 and 
$20,000 annually to various 
worthy causes and individual 
recipients.

George Heasman (one of a 
handful of WW1 veterans still 
surviving) helped to obtain the 
first charter some 60 years 
ago. He will celebrate his 93rd 
birthday on December 15th. 
When he recounts the story of 
his seryice in the Canadian 
forces, it’s like peeking into a 
page of history. 

He enlisted in 1916 at, what 
was then, the Stirling Town 
Hall (now the Feed & Seed 
Store). All the recruits were 
billeted out to local homes and 
started their training right in 
the village. They drilled and 
marched on the main street 
and later were sent to a camp

near Kingston where the 
required training period was 
completed in October 1916. 

ile on a troop ship during 
the Atlantic crossing, George 
was posted on the bow as a 
machine-gun lookout. If he 
spotted a submarine, he was 
ordered to fire just in front of 
the periscope, in-the hope of 
wetting the glass and obscur- 
ing their view. 

Soon after the Canadian.cor 
captured Vimy Ridge, George 
was transferred to France 
from England with the 2nd 
battalion. He was attached to 
the 4th machine-gun company 
which occupied a ged posi- 
tion at the front. Every two 

‘weeks the men_ rotated 
between the rest camps-to the 
rear, and the front trenches. 

On October 2nd, 1918, in what 


proved to be the final stage of i 


the war and just about 40 days 
before the surrender, George 
was hit by a piece of shrapnel 
below his right ear. It lodged in 
the neck close to the spine. 
partially paralizing his right 
arm. 

His stay in an English hospi- 
tal lasted several months and 
the wound earned him a medal 
and discharge that reads, 
‘With honour and distinction”. 
He returned to Canada on a 
hospital ship and upon his 
arrival, it was decided not to 
remoove the shrapnel which 


was considered to be too close 


to the spinal cord. 


Last year, 1987, a probe , 


through a small incision, 
removed an oblong-shaped 
iece of metal about an inch in 
ength. Over a period of about 
60 years, it had worked its way 
through to the surface of the 
skin. The pain attacks are 
finally gone now and George

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Prior to World War |, the 
armed services in Canada 
were ted by regi 
tal associations, scattered 
units of various types and one 
Dominion organization: The 
Army and Navy Veterans of 
Canada. Membership to these 
groups was limited and mostly 
restricted to large urban 
centres. Their activities were 
largely devoted to discussion 
of service, national functions 
and assisting needy comrades 
in distress. : 

Canada was totally unpre- 
pared for the holocaust of the 
Great War; it was also unpre- 

red for rehabilitation prob- 
ems which arose when peace 
finally came. Some idea of the 
immensity of the problem is 
indicated by the fact that more 
than ,600,000 men had seen 
service, nearly 60,000 were 
killed in action; 138,000 were 
wounded, and some 130,000 
men were discharged medical- 
ly unfit as a result of their 
service. What the government 
suffered from most was lack of 
experience when dealing with 
these problems. Veterans, on 
whose advice it depended, 
lacked organization. 

The obvious result was 
confusion and a lack of facili- 
ties to handle the multitude of 
wlngagetpe The government 
iad to start from scratch with 
regard to war pension admi- 
nistration. The world economic 
dilemma made matters worse. 

An unemployed veteran, 
returning to his homeland, 
noliced wealth and prosperity 
around him which had arisen 
during the war as a result of 
increased industrialization and 
specialization, drastically 
stepped ip to meet the 
demands of the warsmachine. 
The veteran returned to Cana- 
da, his heart full of glory, but 
his belly empty. Little was 
being accomplished on his 
behalf and he was bitter. 

Under such complicated 


. conditions some fourteen or 


\ifteen national veterans’ 
groups sprang up between 1917 
and 1925. They had no united 
voice, no united effort. 
Attempts were made to co- 
operate their activities but 
each roup’s objectives 
seemed different from the next 
and thus they appeared td 
work at cross purposes. 

Unity was the only hope that 
the veterans had in order that 
their needs be fulfilled. 

In 1925, the Dominion Veter- 
ans Alliance came into exis- 
tence, spurred by the plea of 
one man in particular - Field 
Marshal Earl Haig of Bemer- 
syde, Commander in Chief of 
the British Armies. Having 
had experience with the grow- 
ing pains of the British Legion, 
he was invited as guest speak- 
er at a convention of all veter-

A significant develop- 
ment in this iod was. the 
introduction of the War Veter- 
ans Allowance Act in 1930. This 
benefitted those prematurely 
aged by their war experiences 
but who were not, in most 
instances, eligible for war 
disability pensions. 

With the advent of World 


’ War II, the Legion was revital- 


ized by the demands made 
upon if and the influx of new 
members. The effort during 
and immediately after the war 
was prodigious : 
Legion War Sérvices provided 
amenities such as entertain- 
ment, canteens, etc., for the 
serving men, both home and 
abroad, including the battlef- 
ronts. Canadian Legion Educa- 
tional Services provided 
correspondence courses and 
tutors to prepare the serving 
men for their return to civilian 
life. 

Concurrently with these 
programs, the Legion was 
involved in a substantial, way 
in the promoting of the most 
comprehensive rehabilitation 
program offered by ‘any 

overnment to its men return- 
ing from war - the Veterans 

harter. 

The many Acts that made u 
this Charter covered practical- 
ly every aspect of the ex- 
service person’s life - educa- 
tion, medical 
employment, land settlement, 
vocational training, as well as 
the more conventional benefits 
such as disability pensions 
(compensation). The. Universi- 
ty Training Program provided 
an opportunity for thousands of 
returning veterans to gain 

rofessional status, and we 
Pelieve had a marked impact 
on-all aspects of Canadian life 
in the ensuing years. 

With the adoption of the 
Veterans Charter, the Legion’s 
task was far from complete, 
however. In the succeeding 
years ppb! benefits ee 
sought, especially in reg 
seebility and death. pensions, 


and war Veterans Allowances. 
During the 1960s an investigat- 


ing committee - the Woods 
Committee - studied in great 
depth the Pension Act and the 
Operations of the Pension 
Commission.

In 
particular, the involvement 
with the development in youth 
leadership has and will 
continue to reap rich rewards 
in Canada’s future. 

Of significance is their deve- 
lopment of senior citizen hous- 
ing in Canada for which the 
Legion has sponsored over one 
hundred housing projects. 

For many years, with the 
assistance of the federal 

overnment, the Legion oven: 
ized The Royal Canadian 
Legion Sports Training Plan 
which included national clinics 
for track and field coaches as 
well as young athletes. More 
than 1,300 coaches and thou- 
sands of young athletes 
received the benefit of these 
programs under the direction 
of world renowned Geoffrey 
Dyson, former British Nation- 
al Coach. 

The Legion recognized the 
need for Canadian technical 
periodicals on track and field 
and published the Coachin 
Review and Track and Fiel 
Annual. These publications are 
no longer available.

New Provincial policy

Ontario has strengthened 
policies for flood plain 
management and allowed local 

overnments flexibility when 

rafting land use plans for 
flood susceptible areas.

“For the first time, policies 
on flood plain management 
formally recognize that flood-

safety matter and, therefore, a 
natter of provincial interest ,”’ 
id Natural Resources Minis- 
fer Vincent Kerrio. ‘That is 
why the policy statement will 
be issued under Section 3 of the 
Planning Act.” 

By issuing the ee state- 
ment under the Planning Act, 
the policy is strengthened in a 
second way. All ministries, 
boards, commissions, munici- 
palities and planning agencies 
must now “have regard for’’

Last week we dealt with 
emulations in general. Today, 
we want to examine the effects 
of parents’ emulations on their 
children. 

There are five main effects. 
First, children may always 
seek their parents’ approval, 
but never receive it. Parents 
with high standards for their 
children usually have high 
standards for themselves. 
High standards are positive as 
long as they are achieveable. 
Perfectionist parents, who 
emulate, will cause many diffi- 
culties in their children’s lives. 

Secondly, because the child- 
ren never receive their 

arents’ blessing or approval 
or their performance, they 
develope an_ inferiority 
complex. They may think, ‘'l 
am never good enough’’, or, 
‘What is the sense in trying to 
do what my parents want.” 

Thirdly, many unreachable 
expectations create a tremend- 
ous drain on the emotional 
state of a child. Emotionally, 
children will become eaally 
offended, even moody. They 
may think, ‘“‘Nobody under- 
stands me.”’ 

Fourthly, these children 
may fear rejection from 
others. They may even come to 
expect it. They may become 
reclusive and spend much time 
alone. They may find it hard to 
relate to others because it is 
always on a performance 
basis. They may even suspect 
that there is something wrong 
with themselves. 

Fifthly, these children may 
develop a fear of failure. If 


what they do brings disapprov- 
al and rejection, they may 
begin to think that there is no 
sense in trying something new. 
Furthermore, they may 
always pass a job on to some- 
one else in fear of failing at the 
job themselves. They -may 
ecome merely observers, 
instead of participants. 

If you notice these signs in 
your children, then perhaps 
you can be part of the solution. 
Why not ask yourself a few 
questions. Am I trying to have 
my children fulfill for me 
personal desires that were 


unfulfilled or.areas in which | | 


feel I failed? Am I trying to 
insulate my children from my 
own feelings of rejection, infer- 
iority, and failure? Do I look 
upon my children’s successes 
and failures as my own? 


If your answers were 
‘“ves”to the preceding ques- 
tions, then you may be emulat- 
ing upon your~- children. for 
your own sanity, allow God to 
deal with your feelings of 
rejection, inferiority, and 
failure. For your children’s 
sanity, teach them that they 
are unique. Teach them that 
failure is a normal part of life 
and that failure does not mean 
defeat. Give your children 
realistic expectations. Express 
your approval for your child- 
ren’s achievements. Commu- 
nicate love to your children in 
both verbal and non-verbal 
ways. Most of all, instill in your 
children the desire to compare 
themselves with Jesus, not 
necessarily with other people.

Remove the ham bone 
and take off the meat. Whirl 
the rest through a blender, ( 
not necessary, but nice,). 
Reheat. If you did not remem- 
ber. to soak the peas the night 
before, you can do this recipe 
but cook longer, 8-12 hours.

I have encouraged the Canadian Parks and Wilderness Society 
to pursue their concerns through my Ministry's present manage- 
ment system, rather than a Regional Trust. Our system provides 
all members of the public with numerous opportunities to voice 
support, concerns, or suggest alternatives in the management of 
natural resources. 

In many of the letters, I noted some confusion between the 
Madaeaec Highlands proposal and my Ministry's new policy 
for provincial parks. The Society's proposal is not linked in any 
policy. 

Our policy states that trapping will be phased out of our parks, 
and the question of hunting in many of our parks will be 
determined through the development of plans on an individual 


Balancing the diverse use of our great natural resources Is a 
big challenge. With the continued interest of your readers, I know 
we will succeed. 

If your readers have any questions about how we manage the 
natural resources in this area, | encourage them to contact my 
staff in our District Offices in Tweed, Carleton Place, Pembroke 
or Bancroft.

1 cup butter or margarine | 
butter is better } 

1/2 cup white sugar 

2 cups all purpose flour 
Cream the butter, add the 
sugar gradually, Cre RIOR 
until the mixture is wel 
blended. Add the flour and mix 
thoroughly, by hand, as you 
would for ie dough. Pat it out 
to 12: inch, and press with 
decorative cookie cutters. Lift 
gently onto a cookie sheet, or 
| into balls as you would 
for peanut butter cookies. 
Press with a fork. Bake 325 to 
350 oven. Watch. Don’t let 
them become too brown. They 
should be very pale in colour. 
These keep very well. 


OLD FASHIONED BROWN 
SUGAR SHORTBREAD 

1 cup brown sugar 

1 cup butter ( not margarine ) 
1 cup lard ( not shortning ) 

4 cups all purpose flour 

Blend sugar butter and lard, 
add the flour gradually. The 
dough is quite stiff. Knead it as 
long as it takes to become 
smooth. Roll it out on a lightly 
floured board, thick or thin as 
you like. Cut into shapes or 
squares and bake at 350 for 
about 10 minutes, until they 
are pale gold. 

These improve with age if you 
keep them in a crock stored 
under your bed.
